Claim Objections 

Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: line 1 states, "...that 
the further screw (21)..." The Examiner suggests removing the term, "further," for 
clarity. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 4-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Frisell (Swedish Patent App. Pub. No.: SE520352C2). 

Regarding claim 1, Frisell discloses a projector holder comprising a connecting 
element 4 which includes a coupling element 7 for connection of the projector holder to 
a supporting structure, and at least three arms 14,15 which are carried by the 
connecting element 4 for rotation about mutually parallel axes and for radial 
displacement relative to the axes, so that a first end 23 of the arms 14,15 can be 
brought into alignment with threaded openings 19 in a wall of a projector housing 13, 
where each arm 14,15 carries a coupling device (as shown in Fig. 4 below) for 
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connecting the first end 23 of a respective arm 14,15 to a nearby threaded opening 19 
in the wall of the housing 13, and where the connecting element 4 is adapted to 
releasably secure the second end portions (via 16) of the connected arms 14,15, 
characterized in that the coupling device includes a screw 21 which extends through an 
opening 26 through the first end portion 23 of a respective arm 14,15 with a given 
degree of clearance, and two nuts (see Fig. 4 below, and discussion on pg. 6, lines 5-14 
of specification) which co-act with the thread on the screw 21 and each of which is 
mounted on a respective side of the arm 14,15, wherein the thread on the screw 21 is 
able to co-act with the thread in the opening 19 of the projector housing 13 wall, such as 
to enable the screw 21 to be screwed to a desired depth in threaded openings 19 in the 
housing wall 13, where the nuts can be moved along the screw 21 in a manner to locate 
the arm 14,15 at a chosen distance from the housing wall 13 and such as to be 
tightened against the arm 14,15 and therewith secure the screw 21 against rotation. 

With regards to claims 4, 7, and 8, Frisell teaches the projector holder, 
characterized in that the arms 14,15 have generally a flat cross-sectional profile so as to 
support stably against each other in the connecting element 4. 

Regarding claims 5, and 9-1 1 , Frisell further discloses the projector holder, 
characterized in that the arms 14,15 are generally straight, so as to extend generally 
radially to the screw 11 of the connecting element that carries the tightening nut 12 of 
the element 7. 
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With regards to claim 6, Frisell goes on to teach the projector holder, 
characterized in that the screw 1 1 of the connecting element 4 includes a shoulder (as 
shown in Fig. 4 below) that supports against an adjacent arm (via 5).

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2 and 3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
. the base claim and any intervening claims.
